O R D E R  

On April 7, 1993, BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc., d/b/a 

South Central Bell Telephone Company ("South Central Bell") filed 

a proposed tariff for a new service called "Caller ID-Deluxe" which 

allows subscribers to view the name and number of the calling party 

as well as the date and time of the call on a display unit in 

advance of answering the telephone. This proposed tariff was 

suspended for Commission review until October 16, 1993. 

The Attorney General, through his Utility and Rate 

Intervention Division, requested intervention in this proceeding on 

May 5, 1993: Lexington-Fayette County Urban Government moved to 

intervene on May 13, 1993; and the American Civil Liberties Union 

(collectively "Intervenors") moved to intervene on May 2 6 ,  1993. 

The Commission has granted these requests. The Attorney General's 

request for intervention also requested a hearing and the 

establishment of a procedural schedule for consideration of the 

issues related to Caller ID-Deluxe. Accordingly, the Commission 

will provide opportunities for the Intervenors t o  specify their 

concerns with the proposed tariff. 



IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. Data requests to South Central Bell shall be due no later 

than 20 days from the date of this Order. 

2 .  South Central Bell shall respond to the data requests no 

later than 4 0  days from the date of this Order. 

3 .  Any request for a hearing shall be filed no later than 10 

days after South Central Bell's responses are received by the 

Commission and shall specify all issues to be addressed at any 

hearing.
